ligs of love, Adamues, and one of th2 Rofi2-Crucians , whoſe humi- 
licy and knowledge I much admired, conceivirg it ( in:my weak judg- 


' ment ) very hard meaſure for any mortal to puniſh ſuch with impri- 


ſonment , when thoſe that committed chem could not warrant to fave 
their ſouls , though they might proteﬆ& theſr perſons, which lalt is the 
only cauſe of our allegiance to a Soveraign power. Bur then finding 
anotfier deſolate Cell of Natures rarities at the head of a Spring near 
my own Houſe in Oxfordſhire, which my Confcience gave me was al- 
latted by Providence to retard my intended travels, I ( in imitation of

And to: free my ſelf 
from the trouble of any Cook , I obſerved my Loxds preſcription, to 
farisfie nature with a Dier of Oyl, Hony, Muſtard, Herbs and Bisker, 
my Drink Water,like thoſe long-lif'd Fathers before the Food; where 
the late King finding me in this poſture , and hy my then diſcourſe in 
commemorationof my old Maſter, conceived me capable ( with the 
help of that Lords Philoſophy ) to do him ſome more acceptable ſer- 
vice in Mineral diſcoveries ( for the Honour of che Narjon ) thin the 
collation I made him of his own native flyer, upon-his ſecond vigcing -

But let me tell you, before theſe Philoſophical criils of natural cau- 

© fes could be brought to any perfeRion , [ with: patience endured all 
reproaches of malitious mindes , and woar the fools coat in the repute = 
of men more ready to condemn , than examine ; yet had nor Law- 
ſutes arofe upon my ſucceſſes in Mineral diſcoveries. , and the late 
Warrs interven'd , with the commands of tha King ro attend his mo- 
tion therein , ( which occaſioned my proceedings for fixteen years 
to be loſt ) 1 preſume , providence { without any partner ) had ena- 
bled me to give incredulous perſons a plenary ſatisfaftion of thar 
Lords unparalleld abilities , th2 meer fame «© whoſe ginlimited 
bounty __ nobleneſſe of mind, did ſo much incline my affe&ions ro 
ſerve him, at the firſt fight ,. as I was never ſatisfied rill ( by my own 
addrefle , withour interceſſion of others ) he admitted me his ſervant., 
char ſo I might ( from my own experience ): give account of his me- 
rits, when I travelled into foreinparts, Bur ( I muſt confeſs ) I.ne- 
ver ſo much admired his univerſal knowledge in-his proſperity, as in 
his adverſity ; for in the one ( withour flattery ) I diſcovered his 
ſeeming ends were no more , than to aſpire ro. popular greatneſs in 
Princes Courts, and ſo g1in the Trophy.of chat Honour to his Name'$ 
bur in the other 1 found his ſoaring thoughts were ſo much above the 
World, as the Earth-is beneath Heaven.» that had I been Heir to the 
greateſt Dukedom on Earth, I would have made adedication of it all 
to-have had fs Age doubled in this rime of his: profound and Divine 
Philoſophical obieryations, for then his Judgment plainly concluded, 
that all was vanity, and that he that was wiſe in his own concert, there was 
more hope of a Fool than of him , Saying daily to me and others , That

queſtion, Whether he was really contented in higheartwith hispoyerty, 
without repiniag at other mens proſperity, when he was denyed at 
their door the poor mans alms to relieve his neceſſities , although he 
faid his Prayers for the ſame in Chritt name ? who modettly reply- 
ed , There was a Godfaboye well knew, he nzver envied any mans 
greatneſs , nor wiſhed to change his hourly afflition for rheir daily 
felicities , by reaſon ( as he ſaid ) his own account would be the

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Longing more to meet with this Beggar again , ; thin the Miſtris 
of my heact , when La&ﬀ:d the Scholars part in Cupids Schoof, Suz- 
day moneth after he came to the Church Porch to hzar publick pray- 
er, where my ſelf being placed upon a form by my friend che Fiſher- 
man , the lot of providence drove my next Neighbour to his devotion, 
and yer ( ſuch was his humility , thac ) I'could not perſwade him to 
fir down by me , but che morning ſervice being ſhortly after compleac- 
ed, I ſhookhim by che hand as 1 went our of the Church, which cau- 
fed fome perſons of quality thar were behind me to ask nm particular 
queſtions , how we came to be acquainted ? who cryed me ſo much 
up for my tamiliar diſcourſe, and giving him a half-fac'd groat, thac 
the berter ſort cook me for ſuch a ſpy ( diſguiſed.) as hererofo'e hid 
attempted riſe betraying that Iſland ro the French ; and in order to 
the ſame Inqueſt , the prime Gentleman of the pariſh invited the Fiſh« 
erman and his wife to ſupper, and to bring me along wich them x 
where afcer a ciyil treatment, he gave me ro underſtand what had paſ- 
ſed betwixc the ſaid Beggar of Beggars and himſelf , concerning the 
deportment of my catriage. But I ( unwilling co be known ) kept 
my choughts to thoſe principles agreed on between me and che Fiſh- 
erman, as his Kinsman ; howſoever he informed me what the fame 
of the Country was upon my being in ſuch a remote Cottage , and 

giving the Beegar a groat in the poor habic I wore , the which ii I 
would bur relate to him the truth of my coming thither , no man 
ſhould be more my ſervant than himſelf, ſaying, That ic might be poſlt- 
ble for publick diſtaſtes to cauſe private reſolurions in the heart of rhe 
greateſt perſons z and therefore ( if ic mighc be ſuirable ro my own 
reaſon to unfold the cauſe, and make him of my Cabinet Council) the 
tereſt he had as Lord of the place , I ſhould command, without the 
leaſt prejudice ro my ſelf , or fear of invading rhoſe compoſures of my 
quiet, *For which great courteſie I kmdly thankt. him , but withall 
rold him > Thar if he defired niy name, and the occaſion of my-repofe , 
& would nor be in his power to do me a private civility; for being once 
known , the place of my refidence would berhen as.obnoxious -ro my | 
mind» as it was now pleaſing to my ſenſes, and therefore tobe for- 
ward in ſearching more afcer me, were to diſoblige* a ranger that 
covered his acquaintance ; for if I ere a perfon of that quality as he 
conceived, his ſilence might make me grateful upon the ſcore of his 
ofn merit. And ſo parting upon thoſe hopes - to haye his Honeſt 
Neigbourhood and bet afſigance, 1 went to meer the old Beggar with 
' a chearfill hearr ar the place appointed , and diſcourſing of our former 


ſubje& over a Collation I made him of'Bread and Cheeſe, he _ 
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told me , that he and his comrades had not only the ſame diet every 
night before they went to Bd in cheir ſpacious Barn of raw , ( con- 
{gned them by th2 Chriſtian chaciry of ſome honeſt Farmer , or good 
Free-holder ) but after a thankſul remembrance to the All-Jiſpoſer , 
they had a fepetition of the preſent times » and the bouncy of rich 
mens Tables , as well as the mock-Beggars Palaces, giving their ver- 
dict as canonical amongſt the ſage Beggars by inſpe&ion from their 
own obſeryation , what mutt become of their ations and ifſue that 
quoth he, live by oppreſſion and in pleaſures ; whereof ( yo..ng man ) 
I muſt cell you,ny Father was held a great Aſtrologer for thoſe hidden 
myſteries in the Beggars fraternity , although his education had no 
other Tutorſhip then 76 years experience under the green Canopy of 
ſummer hedges, (called the Beggars College )in moonſhiny nights , 
( and as I take it ) the Shepheard; Calendar went no further with them 
In the literal ſenſe of Aſtrology , than che cogniſance of all Crertuces 
behaviours in their lives and deaths ; inrimating once a month as a ge- 
reral Le&or to our memory , that nothing more of [zarning was re- 
quireafrom us mortals , bur the glory of humility and obedience. 
W hich cauſed me to propoſe this queſtion , Whether his mind was 
not addi&ed tothe ſame ſtudy of his fathers ColleAions 3 or whether 
rhey were buried in his own Sepulchre > Who with a ſigh and ſobbirg 
heart , cold mein ſhort , It was his greateſt grief , for he had nothirg 
of the book but ſeven Prayers, for every day in the week one: Ard 
yet ( yount man ) ſaid hz, if you have a d:tire to ſee faſhions in a 
Beggars habit , as well as inthz gay clothes of the Worlds converſe, I 
will conduGt you ro the acquaintance of thoſe perſons that were of re- 
pute with my father , and of ſuch ſingular documents and principles, 
without worldly ends , as thzy in ſhort time will make you h:ir to 
the track of their knowledge in moral vertues , if they find by your 
phyſiognomy and carriage » an inclination of yo-rs to do good ro the 
ſad conditton of their own tribe , as well q5 to your felt , and indoGtri- 
nate the ralt by winnowing the chaſf from the cofn,thz good from the 
bad. For we have molt conmonly once a week in our Barn, Gypſies , 
Bedlams , and all ſorts of lazie Vagabonds , which we conceive 15 the 
poor and honeſt Beggars purgatory , and a great trial of his hum:ne 
patience, when ſuch a miſery is add2d to his poverty ; thre b:ing 
all degrees of profeſſions from the higheſtto rhe loweſt that come 
within the verge of our Beggars afſembly » to give us an abſtract of 
the reſt of the family , as well as the occaſion that brought them ro 
our acquaintance 3 andthen we commonly (ſhew them th-ir pedigree 
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the Countrimans fraud , the Merchants falſity , and what ſprang from 
Their own exorbitant fooleries. , when and where came the curſe ro 
Them of ſuch a deſolation , and how to.ſalve-the ſame: from deſpair of 
Gods mercy , which ever attends their conſclences in- ſuch wicked 
actions, | | . 

I had no ſooner received the Epi:ome of thoſe Beggars -piſorima- 
ges ina far larger meaſure than is here expreſt, bur 1 bzgan ro contem- 
plate upon the happineſle I ſhould recerve, if a. Summers progrefſe 
were ſpent in ſuch a.ſervice, that was called by him the Charnel-houſe 
of the living. being buried. alive ; becauſe it was obſerved:that ſome of 
every family had alwayes their recourſe to this impregnable Citadel of 
miſery, that can and mut hold o:t ( as hedid aver ) to thz laſt man : 
W hich conſiderations brought me then tolo:th'my ſelf,and the whole 
Worlds Commerce, for his ſolid ſociery, But ſome ten days after 
I'was ſummoned by the Governour of that Hland upon the old ſcore 
of a Spie z Where givirg him-the ſame-account as before expreſt, in 
anſwer to his Queries, I found him ſo rigidly bent co make me his pri- 
ſoner,as Ivas forced to put on the diſguiſe of a diſcontented Lover,and:

But his hard heart being frozen-wicth age from any fiich affeRion , 
fiened another wartant;to ſecure my perſon his priſoner, which made 
me then diſcloſe my name, and. whoſe ſeryanc I was, with contempr 
td his power, Dinner then comming in, I rook my leave, ſaying ro 
the Ladies, That the Miſiris I rieant to harbour in my breait, as my on- 
iy companion in this ſolitude, was to exchange the habitual errors of 
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- my youth for vertuous a&s ; And though the place can now ifford me 
(being known ) no other content than ſhame; yer the Mother ſhould 
looner forget her Child, than I their noble civilities, and to that pur-
